The annual meeting of the OaJra 
lemetery Association was held yester- 
day afternoon. Several attempts nave 
ecently been made to hold this meet- 
ng, but owing to the lack «£ Interest 
among members it was postponed Ironr 
ime to time. 
Among the first matters brought up 


was the report of David Dayton, sec- 
retary of the association. Last year 
this office was given a salary in order 
that the work might be properly kept 
up. For over fifteen years no official 
written records of burials had been 
made for the association. The work of 
compiling these was entrusted to Mr. 
Dayton, whose long residence and 
close famiMarity with, the matter in 
question made his services invaluable. 
Jis -efforts liave taken the form of a 
double-indexed catalogue in which ev- 
erything is recorded from the first 'be- 
ginning of 'the cemetery in 1842. 


The disposition of the reserve fund 


of $9,207.62 brought out several sug- 
gestions. There is a certain amount 
of property belonging to the associa- 
tion yet unuttlizedr It was proposed 
that this be sold at auction and the 
>roceeds be used tov a perpetual fund 
tor taking care of lie graves. Then 
with -the reserve fund it was suggest- 
ed that a receiving vault and a chapel 
be built Both of these latter are 
needed, as the present receiving vault 
is private property and is soon to be 
torn down, and on rainy days the ab- 
sence of a chapel Is a great inconve- 
nience. That these two structures 
should be built all the members unani- 
mously agreed. 


Another plan was proposed in con- 


nection with the care of the graves. 
The suggestion was made that the own- 
ers of the lots snonld look oat *~ 
them.

Responsibility for that rests 
with the Japanese who have taken con- 
tracts to clear'the land and who have 
given security for the faithful fulfilling 
of their part of the contract In the 
line of clearing lands Manager Mc- 
Stocker "has done well. In one Instance 
he has about entered into a" contract 
for clearing timber lands at a price 
far below what is now. being paid for" 
clearing' lands of the same character 
on another and dividend-paying plan- 
tation. Criticism'. In- respect to expen- 
sive clearing of lands in Olaa is rather 
unjqst when it is considered the cor- 
rect tiling for other managers to pay a 
M^er-price for •the'-Bame work.-Due 
attention was given by the Olaa'Sugar 
Company to the matter of labor, but it 
must be remembered that no consider- 
able number of Japanese have arrived 
here since the plantation started. The 
Herald would like to know if the 
stockholders In the Olaa Sugar Com- 
pany would have consented to pay'the 
wages of 500 laborers while the com- 
pany was in process of formation.- 
Hawaii Herald.

The Freedmans 
Bank, organized under .the authority of 
the Federal government, gathered in 
about $3,000,000 of the money of the 
emancipated slaves, and then went Into 
bankruptcy.

A charitable 
trust, with such vast comparative 
wealth, will be the.target of *he, 
tldans and dissatisfied. And it will;be 
especially liable to aibtaok: because it 
'owns large tracts of land in a country, 
.where, excepting on Hawaii and Maul, 
It is almost impossible for- a jwor man 
to obtain a (home at any moderate 
price, and the rich land owners in- 
crease their holdings, at every oppor- 
tunity. 
Such conditions invariably 


raise issues about the rights, and duties 
of charitable trusts.1' The tendency .of 
Anglo-Saxon legislation is to limit the 
holdings' of «uch (trusts, in view of 
great damage they 'have done -to «he 
people, In the past. It will be 
bered that recently.Cornell'.! 
was, owing to the limit put upon the 
amount of its holdings, prevented from 
taking a large; bequest some years ago.
